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Stitcher’s Scrapbook

As the popularity of plastic 
canvas grows, we are finding 
more products on store shelves 
and in catalogs that can be used 
to mark and cut plastic canvas. 
Some are old favorites we may 
have used in the past for other 
purposes. 

The first step in a project 
usually involves marking the 
canvas. Most stitchers have 
tried a number of marking tools 
and have settled on a favorite, 
which may be anything from 
crayon to chalk. Kim Smith of 
Maple Heights, Ohio, uses 
Liquid Paper® typing cor¬ 
rection fluid to mark her canvas. 

It comes in many different 
colors and is easy to remove and 
retouch. Maria Ramirez of 
Edwards, California, swears by 
a Vis-a-Vis® fine-point overhead 
projection marker. The ink is 
dark and easy to see, and best of 
all, it comes off easily under 
running water after cutting is 
complete. Both Liquid Paper® 
and the Vis-a-Vis® pen are 
available at stationery or office 
supply stores. 

For help in cutting plastic 
canvas, you may find it useful to 
have a variety of tools on hand. 
When you are cutting straight 
sections, the fastest and easiest 
tools are scissors or craft cut¬ 
ters. Craft cutters are similar to 
scissors, with a few important 
differences. Craft cutter handles 
are sturdier and the blades are 
shorter, but the biggest differ¬ 
ence is in the spring-loaded 
handles. The blades are pushed 
open by the spring after every 
cut, so you can easily cut stiff 
and sturdy craft items. 

For cutting out detailed areas 
and trimming nubs, you may 
enjoy using manicure scissors or 
nail clippers. Manicure scissors 
come in a wide variety of sizes 
and styles, both with straight 
and curved blades, and almost 
every style can be used with 
plastic canvas.

The old arts-and-crafts stand¬ 
by, the craft knife, works well. A 
tool similar to the Xacto™ knife, 
but made just for cutting plastic 
canvas, is the Plastic Canvas 
Craft Knife by Darice®. On a 
standard craft knife, the sharp 
portion of the blade is on the 
angled side. On the Plastic 
Canvas Craft Knife, the sharp 
portion is on the straight side. 
This makes cutting one bar at a 
time very easy. 

When using a craft knife, it is 
best to lay your work on a cut¬ 
ting board of some type. Self- 
healing cutting mats designed 
for sewing work well, as do hard 


plastic cutting boards designed 
for kitchen use. Darice® makes 
a Plastic Canvas Cutting Board 
and Cutting Workshop which 
you may want to try The board 
has a raised Up around the edge 
with marks to help you count, 
and is large enough to hold a 
standard-size sheet of 7- or 10- 
count canvas. The Cutting 
Workshop includes a knife, a 
cutting board and several sets of 
cutting pins. The pins can be 
used both to anchor the canvas 
to the board or to hold two or 
more thicknesses of canvas 
together when cutting with 
scissors. 
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Experimentation is the best 
way to find out which of these 
new and old tools you like best. 
We here in the editorial offices 
of Plastic Canvas! Magazine 
constantly use hair roller picks 
to count holes in plastic canvas. 
Have fun finding your favorite 
tools!

NEEDLE POINTS 


Converting Ounces to Yards 

My first issue of Plastic 
Canvas! Magazine is most 
interesting and I look forward 
to other issues. But I am 
o confused about one thing. Why 
do some yarn requirements 
specify Needloft™ amounts in 
yards and some specify 
amounts in ounces? If a hank is 
10 yards, how many hanks are 
io in an ounce?

Answer: There are approxi¬ 
mately 45 yards in each ounce 
20 of Needloft™, or 90 yards in 


each 2-ounce skein. When a 
pattern requires less than 45 
yards of one color, we specify 
the amount in yards. When a 
pattern requires more than 45 
yards of one color, we specify 
the yarn amount in ounces. If 
you need an ounce or more of 
one color, you may want to buy 
a 2-ounce skein rather than 
several 10-yard hanks. If you’re 
unable to find the 2-ounce skein 
in the color you need, you can 
keep in mind that 1 ounce 
equals about 414 10-yard hanks. 

Please Give Needloft™ 
Numbers 

As a newcomer to crafts and 
plastic canvas in particular, I 
want to thank you for a 
wonderful magazine. I have one 


request. Even when you recom¬ 
mend worsted-weight yarn, 
could you use the Needloft™ 
colors and numbers in your 
color key? It would provide a 
consistent basis for color match¬ 
ing. I’m having trouble deciding 
which Needloft™ colors would 
match worsted-weight yarn 
colors.

Answer: If Needloft™ colors 
are not specified in a pattern’s 
color key, you may find it 
helpful to look at the Needloft™ 
color chart. Issue No. 7 of 
Plastic Canvas! Magazine has a 
color chart showing all 60

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GENERAL 

INSTRUCTIONS 


Selecting the proper weight 
yam and needle size will help your 
needlepointing time to be more 
rewarding. If a needle is too large, 
you’ll have a difficult time pulling 
the eye through your canvas. And 
if the weight of yam is incorrect, 
the finished result will be less than 
satisfactory. 

Most projects can be stitched 

I with your yam scraps, or you may 
want to try yarn especially 
designed for plastic canvas. Either 
way, use the type yam called for in 
the materials section or test stitch 
an area to see if you are happy 
with the coverage of the yam you 
want to use. If you are using the 
proper weight yam, the canvas will 
be well covered. 

S Plastic canvas is inexpensive 

and readily available. But the more 
you stitch the more you’ll notice 
that not all plastic canvas is alike. 
Some is soft and supple, other is 


stiffer and more rigid. The stiffer 
material is good for making boxes 
that stand alone while the softer 
plastic canvas works well for toys, 
pictures and things that have other 
means of support. If you have 
difficulty finding the stiffer plastic 
canvas, you can achieve a sturdier 
project by holding two pieces of 
canvas together and stitching your 
design through both thicknesses. 

Cutting plastic canvas requires 
a few good tools. Some stitchers 
prefer to hold the canvas up with 
one hand and with a pair of 
scissors and small snips, cut each 
bar. Others like to anchor their 
canvas with push pins to a wooden 
cutting board and use a sharp-blade 
craft knife. After cutting your 
piece, make sure all nubs are 
trimmed smooth and close to the 
bar. 

Begin your stitching with about 
18" of yam in your needle. Leave a 
2-inch piece of yam on the back 
side of the canvas. As you make 
your first few stitches, work over 
this piece of yarn, “hiding” it 


between the canvas and the c 
stitches. When you end your o 
stitching, weave the yam through 
the back side of your last few *" 
stitches, then cut it off. Do not knot 0 
your work. 

Keep two or three needles on 
hand for working multicolor 
projects. Thread each needle with a 
different color. Then, rather than 
threading and unthreading one ? 
needle, just pick up the color you 
need and lay the unused color to 
one side. 

Do not carry colors from one 
section to the next. Carrying yam 
across the back of your work can 
cause the piece to bow or the 1 
colors to show through the front. 

Tension is also important in 
working your canvas. Don’t pull 
too tightly or leave stitches too 
loose. Strive to make even, 
uniform stitches. You may want to 21 
drop your needle and yarn 
occasionally and allow the yam to 
“spin.” This will keep the yam 
fluffy and the stitches from looking 
pinched.

Cut eight 4" lengths from pink 

yam. 

2: Using 3 strands brown 
floss, Backstitch and French 
Knot, embroider teddy bear as 
indicated on graph. Pull ends 
of one 4" length of pink yarn 
up through X holes at neck; 
tie in bow. Trim as desired. 
Repeat for remaining teddy 
bears. 

3: Using White and Conti¬ 
nental Stitch, work one B and 
C piece. Overcast unfinished 
edges of B and cutout edge of 
C. 

4: Using It. brown and 
stitches indicated, work D and 
E pieces according to graphs. 
Whipstitch D and E pieces 
together, forming basket. 
Overcast unfinished edges. 

ASSEMBLY 

1: Holding wrong sides 
together, with white, Whip¬ 
stitch A pieces together, being 


careful not to Overcast in 
holes indicated on graph (this 
will make it easier for balloon 
to have proper curve). 

2: Sew button to center of 
unstitched B piece (the but¬ 
ton is very important because 
the monofilament line can cut 
through the plastic canvas 
after a period of hanging). 
Thread monofilament fishing 
line through center of top, 
being sure to go through but¬ 
ton on inside. Bring up in next 
button hole and next hole in 
center of top. Do not knot 
ends. Bend and insert circle 
through bottom opening of 
balloon. Center and glue B to 
inside top. 

3: With white, holding 
wrong side of C to bottom 
opening of balloon, Whipstitch. 

NOTE: From white ribbon, 
cut eight 16" lengths. From It. 
brown yarn, cut three 10" 
lengths, braid together. 

4: Glue each 16" length of 
ribbon over balloon seams, 


beginning at top and stopping 
where indicated on graph. 
Glue ends of ribbons to bas¬ 
ket as shown in photo. Glue 
braid around top edge of 
basket and over ribbon to hide 
ends and form rim. Thread 
ends of monofilament fishing 
line through center holes of 
stitched B; glue stitched B to 
top of balloon. #
